Review: No 
misconduct for 
interrogation

Austin plane crash exposes 
gap in U.S. air security

GEORGETOWN, Texas 
- After 9/11, cockpit doors 
were sealed, air marshals were 
added and airport searches 
became more aggressive, 
all to make sure an airliner 
could never again be used as 
a weapon. Yet little has been 
done to guard against attacks 
with smaller planes. 

That point was driven 
home with chilling force on 
Thursday when a Texas man 
with a grudge against the 
IRS crashed his single-engine 


plane into an office building 
in a fiery suicide attack. One 
person inside the building was 
also killed. 

“It’s abig gap,” saidR. William 
Johnstone, an aviation security 
consultant and former staff 
member of the commission 
that investigated the Sept. 
11 attacks. “It wouldn’t take 
much, even a minor incident 
involving two simultaneously 
attacking planes, to inflict 
enough damage to set off 
alarm bells and do some 
serious harm to the economy 
and national psyche.” 

The suburban Georgetown 


Municipal Airport that pilot 
Joe Stack entered hours 
before his airborne attack 
in nearby Austin had the 
casual atmosphere of a sleepy 
parking garage.

The decision closes the 
book on one of the major 
lingering investigations 
into the counterterrorism 
policies of George W. Bush’s 
administration.

But the Justice Department’s 
top career lawyer reviewed 
the matter and disagreed. 
“This decision should 
not be viewed as an 
endorsement of the legal 
work that underlies those 
memoranda,” Assistant 
Deputy Attorney General 
David Margolis wrote in a 
memo released Friday. 
Margolis is the most 
senior nonpolitical Justice 
Department lawyer and 
a veteran of several 
administrations. 
BecausebothYooandBybee 
are out of the government, 
the decision spares them 
any immediate sanctions. 
The memos authorized 
CIA detainees to use 
waterboarding, keep 

detainees naked, hold 
them in painful standing 


positions and keep them in 
the cold for long periods 
of time. Other techniques 
included depriving them 
of solid food and slapping 
them. Sleep deprivation, 
prolonged shackling and 
threats to a detainee’s family 
were also used. The memos 
have been the source of 
debate within the legal and 
intelligence communities. 
Some believe the lawyers 
had a responsibility to put 
the brakes on such tactics, 
even during the panic- 
filled months after the 2001 
terrorist attacks. Others say 
lawyers always make the 
best argument they can in 
support of their employer’s 
— in this case, the White 
House. 

Lawyers for the Yoo and 
Bybee did not immediately 
return messages seeking 
comment. But in documents 
submitted to the Justice 
Department, Yoo’s lawyer, 


Miguel Estrada, sought 
to turn the tables on the 
investigators, accusing 
them of shoddy work in 
their internal investigation. 
Estrada accused the 
Office of Professional 
Responsibility of trying 
to be a “Junior Varsity 
CIA” that second-guessed 
intelligence operatives 
and played “roulette with 
the lives of thousands of 
Americans.” 

“Yoo gave correct legal 
advice in good faith, and 
under pressure that few 
will ever experience. That 
should be the end of the 
matter,” Estrade wrote. 
Obama has said CIA 
interrogators who relied 
on the memos will not face 
charges for their behavior. 
A separate criminal inquiry 
is under way into whether a 
handful of CIA operatives 
crossed the line, leading to 
the death of detainees.□ 
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Case closed: FBI says scientist was anthrax killer

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The FBI sought to close the 
book on its long, frustrating 
hunt for the killer behind 
the 2001 anthrax letters 
Friday, formally ending its 
investigation and concluding 
a mentally unhinged scientist 
was responsible for killing 
five people and unnerving 
Americans nationwide. 

After years of false leads, no 
arrests and public criticism, the 
FBI and Justice Department 
said Dr. Bruce Ivins, a 
government researcher, acted 
alone. Ivins killed himself in 
2008 as prosecutors prepared 
to indict him for the attacks. 
He had denied involvement, 
and his family and some 
friends have continued to 
insist he was innocent. 
Investigators had tried 
earlier to build a case against 
biowarfare expert Steven 
Hatfill, who had worked for a 
time in the same military lab 
as Ivins, but ultimately turned 
away from that theory and had 
to pay him a multimillion- 
dollar settlement. 

Many details of the case have 
already been disclosed, but 
newly released FBI documents 
paint a fuller portrait of Ivins 
as a troubled doctor whose 


life’s work was teetering 
toward failure at the time the 
letters laced with anthrax were 
sent. As the U.S. responded to 
the mailings, that work was 
given new importance by the 
government, and he was even 
honored for his efforts on 
anthrax. 

The documents also describe 
what investigators say was 
Ivins’ bizarre, decades-long 
obsession with a sorority. 
The anthrax letters were 
dropped in a mailbox near the 
sorority’s office in Princeton, 
New Jersey. 

The letters were sent to 
lawmakers and news 
organizations as the nation 
reeled in the aftermath of 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks. Postal facilities, 
U.S. Capitol buildings and 
private offices were shut for 
inspection and cleaning by 
workers in hazardous materials 
“space suits” from Florida to 
Washington to New York and 
beyond. In closing the case, 
officials also released reams 
of evidence, and a 92-page 
summary of their findings. 

To the FBI’s critics, the 
mountain of new documents 
could not paper over what 
they say are glaring holes in 
the case. 

“The evidence the FBI 


produced would not, I think, 
stand up in court,” said Rep. 
Rush Holt, a Democrat whose 
New Jersey district includes 
the Princeton mailbox used 
in the attacks. “But because 
their prime suspect is dead 
and they’re not going to court, 
they seem satisfied with barely 
a circumstantial case.” 

Ivins’ lawyer Paul Kemp 
said he saw nothing new 
in the findings. “All they 
have confirmed is that they 
suspected him belatedly 
after finding out he had 
psychological problems,” he 
said. “Sadly they substitute 
that for proof.” 

Authorities say Ivins’ death 
capped a years-long cat-and- 
mouse game with investigators, 
in which he repeatedly offered 
to help the FBI catch the 
killer, cast suspicion on his 
colleagues and tried numerous 
forms of subterfuge. 

After the attacks, the FBI 
relied heavily on Ivins’ help, 
according to the documents, 
and the scientist offered agents 
his notebooks, his office and 
his e-mail. FBI agents found 
him easygoing and funny. He 
had kittens on his computer 
screen saver and gave one FBI 
agent ajar of syrup for a gift. 
He passed a polygraph in 
connection with the probe 

near where Stack kept his 
Piper. 

Travis McLain, manager of the 
airport, said: “I don’t know of 
a rule or regulation or safety 
precaution that could have 
prevented what happened 
yesterday.” 

The easy access and lack of 
security are the result of years 
of debate — and stalemate 
— over how much of a threat 
small aircraft pose as terror 
weapons and how they could 
be regulated without stifling 
commerce and pilot freedom. 
While the airlines quickly 
accepted tougher security after 
Sept. 11, the general aviation 
industry, which includes 
everything from privately 
owned propeller-driven planes 
to large corporate jets, have 
aggressively fought new 
measures. 

The proposed rules would 
require that operators of 
medium and large general- 
aviation aircraft demonstrate 
that flight crews have undergone 


in 2002, but investigators 
learned years later that he had 
been prescribed psychotropic 
medications at the time, and 
examiners who reassessed the 
results concluded he exhibited 
classic signs of the use of 
countermeasures to pass the 
test. 

Authorities say Ivins nursed 
a secret fascination with the 
sorority Kappa Kappa Gamma 
that dated back decades, and 
at one point years ago, they 
say, he stalked a member of 
the sorority. 

The new documents also 
present a novel theory why 
the anthrax notes featured 
block writing that highlighted 
specific letters within words. 
Investigators believe Ivins’ 
use of the letters was part of 
a secret code that had two 
possible meanings: pointing 
to a colleague or stating a 
specific dislike of New York. 
Two of the letters were sent to 
New York — one to the New 
York Post, another to NBC’s 
then-anchor Tom Brokaw. 

The anthrax case was one of 
the most vexing and costly 
investigations in U.S. history. 
Officials announced in 2008 
that the lone suspect was 
Ivins. The move Friday seals 
that preliminary investigative 
conclusion. 

a criminal background check.

HENDERSON, Nev. - Days President Barack Obama made 
before hosting an intensive a fervent push for his overhaul, 
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calling it critical not just for 
the millions without insurance 
but for the entire country’s 
economic well-being. 

“It is vital for our economy to 
change how health care works 
in this country,” Obama said 
Friday at a town hall meeting 
in a high school gym. “Don’t 
let the American people go 
another year, another 10 years, 
another 20 years without 
health insurance reform in this 
country.” 

The president’s plea for his top 
domestic priority, which faces 
an uncertain fate after nearly 
a year of work in Congress, 
earned him huge applause. He 
said the drawn-out effort has 
cost him politically, and also 
has undercut the standing of 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid of Nevada. 


Obama was in Nevada to help 
the Senate leader survive a 
tough re-election fight this 
year — a race that could have 
a big impact on the balance of 
power in Washington and the 
fate of Obama’s own proposals 
on health care and beyond. 
Obama needs to protect every 
vote he can in the Senate if his 
own agenda is to succeed. 
“Health care has been 
knocking me around pretty 
good,” Obama said. “It’s been 
knocking Harry around pretty 
good.” 

But the president suggested 
that was due more to 
misinformation about the plans 
than to general unpopularity of 
the overhaul, and he defended 
the Democratic bills that 
have passed both houses of 
Congress, but have not been 


reconciled into one piece of 
legislation. 

The president’s bipartisan 
summit is being held Thursday. 
He dared Republicans to 
present a proposal addressing 
the uninsured and rising 
medical costs, rather 
than merely saying no to 
Democratic approaches. 

But the summit approaches 
with hardly a feeling of 
cooperation. Senate Minority 
Leader Mitch McConnell said 
Obama and the Democrats are 
offering “a partisan bill devoid 
of support from the American 
people.” 

Reid’s Washington office 
said the senator will support 
allowing the government 
to sell health insurance in 
competition with private 
insurers if the White House 
and Democratic leaders decide 
to push a health bill with no 
GOP backing. 

Many conservatives and some 
moderates oppose the so- 
called public option. It’s in the 
bill the House passed last year, 
but not the Senate version. 
Some congressional 

Democrats say they doubt the 
White House will include a 
public option in the proposal 
it will unveil Monday. 

The Nevada appearance was 
billed as focusing on the 
economy but turned into an 
extended campaign plug for 
Reid, seen as one of nation’s 
most vulnerable incumbents 
in the November elections. 
Reid introduced Obama and 
then sat behind him, basking 
in each applause line. 

Obama wrapped his arms 
around Reid at the start of the 
event and embraced his work 
throughout. 

The president rarely missed 
a chance — on the economic 
stimulus plan, on health care, 
on the effort to regulate big 
banks — to put himself and 
Reid in the same sentence.□

HUNTSVILLE, Alabama 
(AP) — The university 
professor charged with fatally 
shooting three colleagues is 
remorseful but does not recall 
the shooting, her defense 
attorney said Friday. 

Roy W. Miller said Amy 
Bishop, 44, is likely insane 
and does not remember pulling 
out a handgun and shooting 
six colleagues, three fatally, at 
a biology department faculty 
meeting one week ago at the 
University of Alabama in 
Huntsville. 

“She just doesn’t remember 
shooting these folks,” he said. 


But he said she is now “aware 
of what she’s done. She’s very 
sorry for it.” 

He said he has not spoken with 
her about where she got the 
gun. Police have said it was 
not registered to her, and her 
husband has said he does not 
know where she got it. 

Miller said Bishop breaks 
down and cries, wanting to 
see her four children, but 
is trying to remain strong. 
Despite facing a possible death 
sentence, she is still concerned 
about her professional life and 
her position at the university. 
“She said, ‘Do I still have a 
job out there?’ She asked me 
that yesterday,” Miller said. 


“She said, ‘Do you know if I 
have a job? I assume they fired 
me. Did they fire me?”’ 
University officials have said 
she remains on the payroll, 
but her $83,000-a-year job 
was ending at the end of the 
semester because she was 
denied tenure. 

Bishop is charged with capital 
murder and attempted murder 
and is being held without 
bond. 

Meanwhile, state police in her 
home state of Massachusetts 
said Friday they were 
reviewing their investigation 
into Bishop’s fatal shooting 
of her younger brother in 
1986, which had been ruled 


accidental. 

Miller told The Associated 
Press in an interview Thursday 
that Bishop has severe mental 
problems and appears to have 
paranoid schizophrenia. 

He said Bishop’s failure to get 
tenure at the university was 
likely a key to the shootings. 
Bishop, who has a doctorate 
from elite Harvard University 
and has taught at University 
of Alabama in Huntsville 
since 2003, apparently was 
incensed that a lesser-known 
school rejected her for what 
amounted to a lifetime job. 
“Obviously she was very 
distraught and concerned over 
that tenure,” Miller said. “It 
insulted her and slapped her in 
the face, and it’s probably tied 
in with the Harvard mentality. 
She brooded and brooded and 
brooded over it, and then, 
‘bingo.’” 

Bishop’s husband, James 
Anderson, told ABC television 
that he also thought the failed 
tenure battle was involved. 
“Only someone who has been 
intricately involved with 
that fight understands what 
a tough, long, hard battle (it 
is). ... That I would say is part 
of the problem, is a factor,” 
he said in an interview aired 
Friday. 

Anderson said his wife 
had never taken any anger 
management courses, even 
though prosecutors asked for 
that when she was charged 
with starting a fight over a 
booster seat at a restaurant in 
2002. Anderson told ABC he 
didn’t think she needed the 
course. Bishop admitted to 
the assault in court, and the 
charges were dismissed six 


months later. 

Miller said Bishop seems 
“very cogent” in jail, where 
he has spent more than three 
hours with her over two days, 
yet she also seems to realize 
she has a loose grip on reality. 
“She gets at issue with people 
that she doesn’t need to and 
obsesses on it,” Miller said. 
“She won’t shake it off, and 
it’s really (things of) no great 
consequence.” 

Bishop, who claims an IQ of 
180, can’t explain the shooting 
and doesn’t remember 
anything about it, he said. 

The chief prosecutor in 
Huntsville, Madison County 
District Attorney Robert 
Broussard, said he would not 
oppose a mental evaluation 
for Bishop. 

Miller said he expects 
prosecutors to seek the death 
penalty, but Broussard said his 
office hasn’t decided whether 
to seek Bishop’s execution 
or a sentence of life without 
parole if she is convicted. 
Broussard said investigators 
had yet to review evidence 
about Bishop’s troubled past, 
including her 18-year-old 
brother’s shooting. Since the 
Alabama shootings, there 
have been questions about 
why Bishop did not face any 
charges in Massachusetts a 
quarter-century ago. After 
shooting her brother, she 
fled the house and allegedly 
pointed the gun at people at a 
nearby auto body shop. 

In Bishop’s only public 
comments since the Alabama 
shootings, the professor said 
they “didn’t happen. There’s 
no way. ”□ 


Poll: Canada rates first 
among Americans; Iran last 


PRINCETON, New Jersey (AP) — Canada 
retained its top position as the country 
viewed most favorably by Americans, 
while Iran again ranked last in Gallup’s 
annual World Affairs survey according to 
results released Friday. 

Ninety percent of Americans viewed 
their northern neighbor favorably in 
Gallup’s survey of 20 nations that figure 
prominently in the news or U.S. foreign 
policy, according to the survey. Americans 
had decidedly mixed views toward their 
southern neighbor, with only 49 percent 
viewing Mexico favorably at a time its 
image has suffered from intensifying 
violence in the drug war. 

Iran was seen favorably by only 10 
percent of Americans in the poll after 
a year dominated by headlines over its 
nuclear program and crackdown on anti- 
government protesters. North Korea, which 
is under pressure to dismantle its nuclear 
weapons program, was next-to-last with 
only a 14 percent favorability rating. 
Gallup found that seven other countries 
were viewed favorably by a majority of 
Americans: Britain (87 percent), Germany 
(80 percent), Japan (77 percent), Israel (67 
percent), India (66 percent), France (63 


percent) and Egypt (58 percent). 

Those nations with the lowest favorability 
ratings in the poll included: Afghanistan 
(18 percent), the Palestinian Authority 
(20 percent), Yemen (21 percent), Iraq (23 
percent), Pakistan (23 percent), Cuba (29 
percent), and Saudi Arabia (35 percent). 
Yemen was included for the first time in the 
survey after the suspect in the Christmas 
Day bomb attempt against a Detroit-bound 
airliner was linked to a Yemen-based al- 
Qaida terrorist group. 

Americans had mixed views about 
China, a growing economic rival, with 
42 percent viewing it favorably and 53 
percent unfavorably. Russia, which saw 
its favorability rating in 2009 drop to 40 
percent most likely due to its war against 
Georgia, rebounded in this year’s survey to 
47 percent. 

Most countries’ favorability ratings, 
however, were essentiallyunchanged during 
the first year of the Obama administration, 
Gallup said. 

The results were based on telephone 
interviews with a random sample of 1,025 
adult Americans, conducted from Feb. 1 to 
3. The survey has a margin of error of 4 
percentage points. □

MARJAH, Afghanistan (AP) — After a fierce 
gunfight, U.S. Marines seized a strongly 
defended compound that appears to have been 
a Taliban headquarters — complete with photos 


of fighters posing with their weapons, 
dozens of Taliban-issued ID cards and 
graduation diplomas from a training 
camp in Pakistan. 

Insurgents who had been using the field 
office just south of Marjah’s town center 
abandoned it by the end of Friday’s 
fighting, as Marines converged on them 
from all sides, escalating operations to 
break resistance in this Taliban stronghold 
in southern Helmand province. 

Marines from Lima Company, 3rd 
Battalion, 6th Marines fought their way 
south from the town center Friday after 
residents told them that several dozen 
insurgent fighters had regrouped in the 
area. Throughout the day, small groups 
of Taliban marksmen tried to slow the 
advance with rifle fire as they slowly fell 
back in face of the Marine assault. 

“They know that they are outnumbered 
... and that in the end they don’t have 
the firepower to compete with us 
conventionally,” said Capt. Joshua 
Winfrey of Tulsa, Oklahoma, commander 
of Lima Company, 3rd Battalion, 6th 
Marines. 

As the Marines advanced, they found 
rows of abandoned bunkers dug 
alongside an irrigation canal that the 
Taliban had used to fire on them the day 
before. Located at a crossroads, the five 
abandoned bunkers, camouflaged under 
a layer of mud, looked out across an open 
field. In the near distance, large stones 
had been set up to help the Taliban site 
in on their targets. 

Just behind the bunkers, the Marines 
found a compound, surrounded by a 
mudbrick wall, typical of family homes 
in the town. 

Inside the compound, where a few 


chickens still wandered, Marines 
uncovered dozens of Taliban-issued 
ID cards, official Taliban letterhead 
stationery and government stamps. 

They also found graduation diplomas 
from an insurgent training camp in 
Baluchistan, an area of southern Pakistan 
that borders Helmand province, along 
with photos of fighters posing with AK- 
47 assault rifles. 

The insurgents had fled with their 
weapons and ammunition. The Marines 
said they’d been coming under fire all 
day — but never saw any of the elusive 
gunmen, who retreated to resume hit- 
and-run tactics using snipers and small 
gun squads to harass Marine lines. 

Lima Company’s advance was part of a 
move by several Marine companies to 
converge on a pocket of Taliban fighters 
from all four directions. The Marines 
believe they’ve cornered what appeared 
to be a significant Taliban fighting force. 
“It seems that it’s their last stand,” 
Winfrey said. 

NATO said one service member died 
Friday in a small-arms attack but did not 
identify the victim by nationality. 

Six coalition troops were killed Thursday, 
NATO said, making it the deadliest day 
since the offensive began Feb. 13. The 
death toll for the operation stands at 12 
NATO troops and one Afghan soldier. 
Britain’s Defense Ministry said three 
British soldiers were among those killed 
Thursday. 

No precise figures on Taliban deaths 
have been released, but senior Marine 
officers say intelligence reports suggest 
more than 120 have died. The officers 
spoke on condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to release the 
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information. 

The Marjah offensive is the 
biggest since the 2001 U.S.- 
led invasion of Afghanistan 
and a test of President Barack 
Obama’s strategy for reversing 
the rise of the Taliban while 
protecting civilians. 

Marjah, 360 miles southwest 
of Kabul, has an estimated 
population of 80,000 and had 
been under Taliban control for 
years. 

Before dawn on Saturday, 
about two dozen elite Marines 
were dropped by helicopter 
into an area where skilled 
Taliban marksmen were 
known to operate, an officer 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because of security 
concerns. 

A NATO statement said troops 
were still meeting “some 
resistance” from insurgents 
and that homemade bombs 
remained the key threat. 

At a briefing in London, Maj. 
Gen. Gordon Messenger said 
the militant holdouts don’t 
threaten the overall offensive 
but will take time to clear out. 
“The levels of resistance in 
these areas has increased but 
not beyond expectation. We 
expected after the enemy had 
time to catch its breath, they 
would up the level of resistance, 
and that’s happened,” he said. 
As U.S. and Afghan troops 
moved south Friday, they 
continued to sweep through 
houses, searching for bombs 
and questioning residents. 

One man came forward and 
revealed a Taliban position a 
mile (1.6 kilometers) away. The 
man, who was not identified for 
security reasons, said he was 
angry because insurgents had 
earlier taken over his home. 

He gave U.S. forces detailed 
information, saying more than 
a dozen Taliban fighters were 
waiting to ambush troops there. 
The position was rigged with 
dozens of homemade bombs 
and booby-traps, he said. 
Outside of Marjah, U.S. and 
Afghan troops, backed by 
Stryker infantry vehicles, 
pushed into a section of mud- 
walled compounds that had 
been occupied by the Taliban 
in the Badula Quip region, 
northeast of town. 

Hit with small arms fire, the 
troops retaliated with machine 
guns and fired off a missile at 
a house where insurgents were 
believed to be hiding, and the 
militants quickly withdrew. Q 
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Egypt: Hundreds welcome 
return of ex-nuclear boss

CAIRO (AP) — Hundreds 
of supporters greeted former 
U.N. nuclear chief Mohamed 
ElBaradei at the airport upon 
return to his native Egypt 
on Friday, singing songs, 
chanting pro-reform slogans 
and calling on the Nobel prize 
winner to run for president. 
ElBaradei touched down in 
Cairo Friday evening for the 
first time since leaving his 
post as head of the Vienna- 
based International Atomic 
Energy Association after 12 
years in office. Supporters 
hope to use the publicity to 
boost speculation about his 
potential candidacy for 2011 
elections. 

Egypt has been ruled for 
nearly 30 years by Hosni 
Mubarak, who appears to be 
trying to set up a political 
dynasty by grooming his son 
to succeed him. 

Respected worldwide and 
untouched by the corruption 
tainting much of Egypt’s 
current regime, ElBaradei, 
who won the 2005 Nobel 
Peace Prize, could be the most 
credible opposition leader 
to emerge as this U.S.-allied 
country prepares for 2011 


presidential elections. 

And many Egyptians hope 
ElBaradei’s international 
standing will make it difficult 
for the current government to 
persecute him for trying to 
bring reform to the country. 
The crowd at the airport 

— made up of actors, 
intellectuals, opposition 
leaders, and regular Egyptians 

— broke into loud applause 
when word of ElBaradei’s 
arrival spread, and then sang 
the Egyptian national anthem. 
Many supporters carried large 
posters with ElBaradei’s 
face and the word “YES!” 
signifying their desire to 
see him run for president. 


Bloggers and activists 
followed his arrival with a live 
stream on the Internet of what 
was happening on the ground 
at the airport. 

ElBaradei tried to leave the 
VIP lounge at the airport 
shortly after his arrival, but 
the sheer size of the crowd 
blocked the exit of the lounge 
and prevented him. He was 
briefly glimpsed getting into a 
car and driving off, waving to 
his supporters through the car 
window. 

Despite the enthusiasm his

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RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — A 
Canadian sailing ship filled 
with high school and college 
students sank off the coast of 
Brazil in strong winds, but 
officials said all 64 people 
aboard were rescued Friday 
after about 16 hours in rafts 
tossed by rough seas. 

A distress signal was picked 
up from the three-masted 
SV Concordia about 5 p.m. 
(2 p.m. EST; 1900 GMT) 
Thursday, Brazil’s Navy said 
in a statement and an Air Force 
plane later spotted life rafts 
floating in the ocean about 
300 miles (500 kilometers) off 
the coast of Rio de Janeiro. 
Forty-eight students — in 
grades 11, 12 and university 
freshmen — were aboard 
the vessel, said Kate Knight, 
head of West Island College 
International of Lunenburg, 
Nova Scotia, which operates 
the Class Afloat program. 
Edgardo Ybranez, captain 
of the Philippine flagged 
Hokuetsu Delight cargo ship, 
told The Associated Press via 
satellite phone that his ship 
rescued 44 of the victims in 
rough, dangerous seas. The 
remaining people were picked 
up by another ship. 

Ybranez said the Concordia’s 
doctor had suffered an injury 
before the rescue, “but he is 


OK now.” He gave no more 
details. 

All the rest were unhurt, 
Ybranez said: “You can tell 
their parents that everything 
is OK; everybody aboard my 
ship is fine.” 

The captain declined to put 
one of the survivors on the 
telephone. “They are all 
downstairs sleeping because 
they are exhausted, so I don’t 
want to call any of them up,” 
he said before cutting off the 
call to communicate with his 
employers. 

Canadian Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper issued a 
statement thanking the 
Brazilian Navy and the 
merchant crews “for their 
swift and heroic response.” 
“The skill and compassion 
demonstrated by Brazilian 
rescuers is a tribute to 
their training, spirit and 
seamanship,” he said. 

School officials said 42 of 
those aboard were from 
Canada. Knight said others 
hail from the United States, 
Australia, New Zealand, 
Mexico, Europe and the West 
Indies. 

“At this point we can’t confirm 
at all what circumstances led 
them to abandon ship, or the 
status of the vessel,” she said.

said the ship sank and Juan 
Cruz Margarita, captain of the 
SE Stao Knutsen that assisted 
in the rescue operation, told 
the AP via satellite phone he 
saw no sign of the Canadian 
ship by the time his vessel 
arrived.

RABAT, Morocco (AP) — 
A minaret collapsed during

The more seriously 
injured were taken to 
hospitals in the nearby city of 
Fes. A team of psychologists 
also was sent. 

The old town of Meknes is a 
pedestrian zone, which made 
rescue efforts more difficult.

LOS ANGELES - Actor-director Sean 
Penn was charged Friday with battery 
and vandalism charges stemming from 
an altercation with a photographer in 
Brentwood last fall. 

Penn will be arraigned March 22 on 
the two misdemeanor charges, said Los 
Angeles city attorney’s spokesman Frank 
Mateljan. 

A phone message for Penn’s attorney, 
Barry Hirsch, was not immediately 
returned. 

Penn will not be required to appear in 
court if he is represented by an attorney. 
Mateljan said Penn kicked a 
photographer during a dustup in October. 
The photographer’s camera also was 
damaged. The incident was captured on a 


video posted by celebrity Web site TMZ. 
com in which Penn is seen kicking at a 
photographer and repeatedly telling the 
photographer to “get out.” 

If convicted, Penn could face up to 18 
months in jail. 

Penn is the latest actor charged in 
Los Angeles for altercations with the 
paparazzi. Charges against rapper Kanye 
West and actor Gerard Butler were recently 
dismissed after both men completed 
community service after scuffles with 
celebrity photographers. 

West, who was charged after breaking 
a photographer’s flash at Los Angeles 
International Airport in September 2008, 
also paid for the broken equipment. 

Penn has won two best actor Oscars for 
roles in “Mystic River” and “Milk.” 
During the 1980s, he had several run-ins 


with photographers and a movie extra 
that resulted in a short jail stint. One of 
the incidents involved allegations Penn 
assaulted two photographers in Nashville, 
Tenn., in 1987. He pleaded no contest and 
received a suspended sentence. 

The same year he received a 60-day jail 
sentence for punching an extra while 
filming “Colors.” He was on probation at 
the time for hitting a man he thought tried 
to kiss his wife, singer Madonna. 

Penn has remained out of legal troubles 
in recent years but has had a rocky 
relationship with his wife, Robin Wright 
Penn. They are currently involved 
in divorce proceedings in Northern 
California, although they have agreed 
on how to divide property. They had 
previously filed for divorce or separation 
twice before. □

BOSTON - A rapper with 
the Grammy-nominated club 
act LMFAO says former 
Republican presidential 
contender Mitt Romney first 
touched him — and not the 
other way around — during 
a confrontation aboard an 
Air Canada flight that was 
preparing to take off from 
Vancouver, British Columbia. 
Sky Blu, whose given name 
is Skyler Gordy, says in a 
video posted Friday on TMZ.

I just 
wanted the man not to touch 
me; that’s it.” 

Gordy says that Romney’s 
wife, Ann, screamed and that 
the plane returned to the gate 
before two police officers 
escorted him off. After being 
detained briefly, he was 
allowed to buy a ticket for 
another flight. 

Romney spokesman Eric 
Fehmstrom had no comment 
Friday about whether Gordy 
was the man with whom 
Romney had the confrontation, 
but aides said this week that 
Romney told them he thought 
the other person was in a 
band. 

Christine Wolff at Interscope 
Records confirmed that Gordy 
made the video, which also 
was posted on the group’s 
Web site. 

Air Canada referred calls to 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. Sgt. Rob Vermeulen 
confirmed there was an 
incident on the flight, but he 
refused to release the names 
of those involved because no 
one was arrested.Q

We’re very positive, 
we’re very confident that 
things will work out to our 
benefit and to our favor.” 

He brushed off the experience 
as just another part of living. 
“These are the bumps and 
bruises of life.

NEW YORK - The stock 
market ended a strong week 
with modest gains after 
investors found good news 
in the Federal Reserve’s 
decision to begin dismantling 
emergency lending measures 
for banks. 

The market initially fell 
in response to the Fed’s 
announcement late Thursday 
that it is raising the rate it 
charges banks for emergency 
loans, known as the discount 
rate. Stocks regained some 
ground and traded mixed 
as investors saw the Fed’s 
move as a vote of confidence 
that the financial system was 
recovering and that banks 
didn’t need as much support 
as they used to.

“The Fed certainly isn’t 
exiting the easy money policy 
door yet,” said Burt White, 
chief investment officer at 
LPL Financial. “They have 
their coats and boots on.” 

The central bank didn’t 
change its more widely used 
federal funds rate, which is 
a benchmark for short-term 
interest rates. 

Jay Leupp, president of Grubb 
& Ellis AGA mutual funds, 
said it was “inevitable” that the 
Fed would raise the discount 
rate. However the timing and 
size of future rate hikes for 
both the discount rate and the 
federal funds rate are still up 
in the air, he said. 

“It’s a warning sign, but don’t 
expect more to happen soon,” 
Leupp said. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 9.45, or 0.1 


percent, to 10,402.35, its 
highest finish in a month. The 
Dow is now down only 0.25 
percent for the year. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 2.42, or 
0.2 percent, to 1,109.17, while 
the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 2.16, or 0.1 percent, to 
2,243.87. 

Three stocks rose for every 
two that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 1.1 billion 
shares, compared with 960 
million Thursday. 

For the week, the Dow rose 
303 points, or 3 percent. 
The S&P 500 index rose 3.1 
percent, while the Nasdaq 
gained 2.8 percent. U.S. 
markets were closed Monday 
for President’s Day. 

Bond prices rose, pushing 
yields lower. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note fell 3.78 percent from 
3.81 percent late Thursday. 
The dollar was mixed against 
other major currencies. Gold 
and oil both rose. 

On Friday, the markets slowed 
at 11 a.m. as traders watched 
golfer Tiger Woods’ televised 
remarks about his recent 
affairs. Volume on the New 
York Stock Exchange leveled 
off during Woods’ remarks, 
then picked up momentum 
after he was finished. 

Stock in Nike Inc., one of 
Woods’ biggest sponsors, 
was down about 19 cents 
as he spoke, then regained 
some ground. It ended down 
9 cents at $64.35. A tame 
report on consumer prices 
helped the market. The Labor 
Department said the Consumer 
Price Index rose by a smaller- 
than-expected 0.2 percent in 
January. Excluding food and 
energy, the index actually 
slipped 0.1 percent, its first

Report: Fewer people falling 
behind on home loans

WASHINGTON - The end of the foreclosure crisis is finally 
in sight. For the first time in almost three years, the number of 
homeowners falling behind on their loans is declining. 

The drop means the number of people losing their homes will 
start to fall. But some pain from the crisis is sure to persist. 
Because millions of people are already in foreclosure, deeply 
discounted houses will put pressure on home prices for years. 
“Housing is on a path to recovery,” said Mike Larson, a real 
estate analyst with Weiss Research. “It’s going to be a very 
long, gradual process.” 

In high-foreclosure cities like Las Vegas, Phoenix and Miami, 
homes have lost roughly half their values from their peaks. But 
a report Friday from the Mortgage Bankers Association showed 
Nevada, Arizona and Florida had some of the biggest declines 
in new delinquencies. 

The figures probably mark “the beginning of the end” of the 
crisis, said Jay Brinkmann, the trade group’s chief economist. 
However, more than 15 percent of homeowners with a mortgage 
have missed at least one payment or are in foreclosure, a record. 
Worse, nearly half of all delinquent borrowers were at least 
three months behind on their payments, up from a typical level 
of less than 20 percent. 

“The bad news is that we still have a big problem,” Brinkmann 
said. “The good news is it looks like it may not get much 
bigger.” 

That’s because the percentage of borrowers who missed just one 
payment on their home loans fell to 3.6 percent in the October- 
to-December quarter from 3.8 percent in the third quarter, 
according to the Mortgage Bankers Association. That decline 
was even more surprising because delinquencies usually rise 
at that time of year due to higher heating bills and holiday 
spending. 

In another encouraging sign, the number of borrowers who had 
missed at least one payment but were not yet in foreclosure also 
fell for the first time since the beginning of 2007.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Major 
League Baseball has a 
new message for players 
and employees this spring 
training: Keep guns, long 
knives and explosives out of 
the clubhouse. 

Signs have been placed in 
spring training locker rooms 
stating “individuals are 
prohibited from possessing 
deadly weapons while 
performing any services 
for MLB.” The rules 
apply to employees of the 
commissioner’s office, other 
central MLB businesses and 
to teams, including players. 

A MLB official said the 
league developed the rules 
last year after former NFL star 
Plaxico Burress accidentally 
shot himself, which led to a 
two-year prison sentence. The

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) — Aksel 
Lund Svindal continued 
Norway’s dominance in the 
Olympic super-G on Friday, 
depriving Bode Miller of a 
maiden gold medal in the 
process. 

The imposing Svindal won 
in 1 minute, 30.34 seconds, 
leaving American tea mm ates 
Miller and Andrew 
Weibrecht behind for silver 
and bronze, respectively. It 
was Norway’s fourth gold 
medal in seven races since 
the discipline was added to 
the Olympic program at the 
1988 Calgary Games. 

“It’s been a lot of work 
getting to where I need to be 
for winning races,” said the 
27-year-old Svindal, who 
took silver behind Didier 
Defago of Switzerland in 
the downhill on Sunday and 
is peaking at the right time 
after a difficult season trying 
to defend his overall World 
Cup title. 

Marit Bjoergen became the 
first double gold medalist 
of the games soon after with 
victory in the women’s 15- 
kilometer cross-country 
pursuit, lifting Norway to 
second spot on the medal 
standings with five golds. 
The Americans lead with 
six. 

Bjoergen, a four-time world 
champion, is still coming 
to terms with multiple trips 
to the top of the podium 
after winning only silver 
medals at the 2002 and 2006 
Olympics. 

“I knew that I was in great 
shape, but to take two golds, 
I never dreamed about it,” 
said Bjoergen, who won the 
individual classical sprint on 
Wednesday. “It still hasn’t 
dawned on me.” 

Svindal’s silver medal in 
the downhill gave him extra 
confidence in a challenging, 
icy course. 

“For sure it took some 
pressure off,” he said. “I felt 
like it was the last thing I 
was thinking at the start gate, 
‘You already have a silver 
and it can only get better so 


enjoy this and give it all you 
have. Don’t hold anything 
back.’” 

Kjetil Andre Aamodt won 
the super-G in 1992, 2002 
and 2006 and was at the 
finish doing commentary for 
Norwegian TV when Svindal 
raced down the bumpy Dave 
Murray course. 

Austria didn’t get anyone into 
the top 10 and Switzerland’s 
best placing was Carlo Janka 
in eighth. Swedish veteran 
Patrik Jaerbyn crashed and 
had a “mild to moderate 
concussion” and some cuts 


on his face, according to 
Sweden team physician Per 
Liljeholm. 

The 32-year-old Miller was 
0.28 seconds behind Svindal 
for silver, his fourth Olympic 
medal making him the most 
decorated American Alpine 
skier in history. He has yet to 
win a gold. 

Weibrecht was 0.31 behind 
Svindal for third, a surprise 
considering he’d never 
finished better than 10th in a 
World Cup event. 

Russia, among the medal 
favorites in Vancouver, 


still languishes with one 
gold on Day 8, much to the 
astonishment of figure skater 
Evgeni Plushenko and even 
Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin. 

Plushenko was unhappy with 
his silver, saying the gold 
medal awarded to American 
skater Evan Lysacek on 
Thursday “raises questions” 
about the judging. 

Plushenko, who retired after 
winning gold at the 2006 
Turin Olympics and is only a 
few months into a comeback, 
landed a quadruple jump. 


Lysacek didn’t attempt a 
quad. 

Putin reportedly sent a 
message to Plushenko saying 
the “superb performance” 
was worthy of a gold medal. 
But Lysacek remained 
confident Friday that his 
program was strong enough 
that he didn’t need a quad 
to beat Plushenko, who led 
after the short program. 
Other medals Friday included 
the final skeleton runs for 
men and women, where 
Amy Williams of Britain 
was in gold medal position 
after three runs. 

The defending champion 
Swedish men’s hockey 
team avoided repeating the 
monumental loss from the 
2002 Salt Lake Games, 
scoring in the last 10 seconds 
to hold on for a 4-2 win over 
Belarus that was a lot closer 
than it needed to be. 

Men’s bobsled will be 
missing one of its favorites 
after World Cup champion 
Beat Hefti of Switzerland 
withdrew from the two-man 
competition because of a 
concussion sustained during 
a training crash. 

Japanese pair Noriaki Kasai 
and Daiki Ito led ski jumping 
qualifying on the large hill.

The Cleveland Cavaliers 
hope they are in a better 
position to keep LeBron 
James after Thursday’s 
NBA trading deadline, 
while the New York Knicks 
are in better position for a 
run at him — and a second 
superstar, too. 

The Knicks acquired former 
scoring champion Tracy 
McGrady on Thursday in 
a three-team swap with the 
Houston Rockets and the 
Sacramento Kings. The 
deal left them on the verge 
of being able to offer two 
maximum salary contracts 
to the 2010 free agent class 
that could be headlined by 
James. 

Amare Stoudemire could be 
in the market for one if he 
decides to leave Phoenix — 
where he’ll again finish the 
season after spending the 
weeks before the deadline 
atop the trade rumor mill. 
“I’ve maintained that 
unless there was something 
out there that improved 
our team and put us in a 
lot better position moving 
forward, then we weren’t 
going to do anything. And 
that was the case,” Suns 
general manager Steve Ken- 
said. 

Chicago, Washington and 
Sacramento all cleared 
enough salary to be able 
to afford a big-name free 
agent, and the Los Angeles 
Clippers got close. 

The Cavaliers gave James 
more reason to stay home. 
They acquired forward 
Antawn Jamison on 
Wednesday, a deal that 
could make the Eastern 
Conference leaders even 


stronger. 

“We’re trying to build a 
franchise that all players 
want to be a part of, that can 
have sustainable success 
and do things at a high 
level,” general manager 
Danny Ferry said. “Clearly 
LeBron’s an important 
player for Northeast Ohio, 
for Cleveland, for the 
Cavaliers. It’s all ground in 
winning, too. Antawn can 
help us win. We’re excited 
what he can bring to us over 
the next few years.” 

The Knicks can afford 
James and perhaps someone 
else in the class that could 
include Dwyane Wade and 
Chris Bosh. 

By including Jared Jeffries 
in the deal for McGrady, 
whose $22.5 million 
contract expires after this 
season, the Knicks removed 
$6.9 million from next 
season’s payroll and left 
them with about $32 million 
in salary cap space. Those 
top free agents would each 
earn a little more than $16.5 
million in the first season of 
a max deal. 

“This gives us flexibility 
— a lot of flexibility in a 
lot of different directions,” 
Knicks president Donnie 
Walsh said. “I know 
everybody is focused on 
individual players, but 
we’re not. We’re focused 
on putting together the best 
team we can. So that takes 
a lot of different directions 
and we have a lot of time to 
figure out which way we’re 
going to go, but it is a lot of 
cap space.” 

In the meantime, the Knicks 
hope McGrady can lead 
them into the playoff race. 
He’s only played six games 


this season after returning 
from knee surgery, but is 
convinced he has plenty 
left. 

“I can’t wait to get back on 
the court to continue doing 
what I love to do,” McGrady 
said in a statement on his 
Web site. “I am excited to 
be headed to New York and 
look forward to wearing a 
Knick uniform. I know that 
I can and will contribute 
to this organization. It’s a 
dream to play in New York 
and there is nothing that 
compares to playing in the 
Garden.” 

To get him, the Knicks 
sent Jeffries and rookie 
Jordan Hill to Houston 
along with a protected first- 
round pick in 2012, and 
gave the Rockets the right 
to exchange first-round 
picks in 2011. The Rockets 
will get high-scoring 
guard Kevin Martin and 
forward Hilton Armstrong 
from Sacramento, while 
the Kings received Larry 
Hughes from the Knicks, 
Carl Landry and Joey 
Dorsey from Houston and 
sent guard Sergio Rodriguez 
to New York. 

The Knicks also dealt Nate 
Robinson to Boston along 


with Marcus Landry for 
Eddie House, J.R. Giddens, 
Bill Walker and a future 
conditional second-round 
pick.

Schwartzel in 19 holes, rolling 
in a 29-foot putt on the 16th 
and an 18-footer on the 18th 
to avoid elimination. 

“To be able to win against a 
guy like that today was really 
special,” Cink said, “and 
especially the way I did it.”

After exhausting 
1-up victories over Phil 
Mickelson and Ernie Els, 36 
holes on that Saturday, he 
faced Ogilvy in the final. 
“And I just ran out of gas 
against Ogilvy. I just didn’t 
have much,” Cink said. “This 
year I’ve been extra holes 
once, I’ve been to the 18th 
hole every other match. I’m 
not exactly giving myself 
much rest.” 

Casey, on the other hand, is 
unconcerned about not having 
seen those final four holes for 
a while. 

“I played them in a practice 
round, and I played them last 
year,” he said. “... I think the 
most important thing is to 
save the energy.” 

Watney and Goosen were 
even going into the 18th hole. 
But Watney missed a 6-foot 
putt for par to help Goosen to 
make it to the quarterfinals for 
the third time. 

Villegas won four of the last 
seven holes to beat Crane.

The Uncertainty Principle And You - Practical Application 


Yesterday, we were introduced 
to the Heisenberg Uncertainty 
Principle. We explained that 
for particles and people, we 
cannot know the position and 
momentum both accurately. 
As one is seen accurately, the 


other becomes blurry. This is 
how a packet of energy can 
express as a particle or a wave, 
depending on how we look at 
it. Momentum is a wave-like 
measurement and position is 
a particle-like measurement. 


We can measure one or the 
other with accuracy, but not 
both at the same time. 

Remembering thatpeople, like 
particles, are consciousness 
expressing through packets of 
energy, we can apply this to 
ourselves and our own lives. 

Thinking of ourselves as 
little packets of conscious 
energy that express ourselves 
differently, depending on 
who is watching, how can 
we apply this to our lives? 
The Uncertainty Principle 
is about accuracy in the 
simultaneous measurement 
of two characteristics.

We want our decision to make 
our future better, so we focus 
on our momentum, we think 
about where we want to go. 
But in order to get there, many 
patterns in our present lives 
must change, so the present 
becomes less clear. We define 
the future by what we focus 
on, what we think about and 
surround ourselves with. As 


the future gains clarity in 
your mind and emotions, the 
present point becomes less 
clear because your life must 
change in unknown ways 
in order to get to your clear 
future. 

This can be scary because 
it seems like we are loosing 
control of our lives, when we 
are actually gaining control 
over the big picture of where 
our life is headed. As our lives 
change to reflect our new 
thoughts, we get scared and 
cling to what we know. We 
resist letting go and allowing 
change to happen, we get 
in our own way. The more 
we allow change, the more 
effortless the journey will be. 

The details of how the change 
will occur is the mysterious 
journey of life. We don’t 
know how the future will 
come about (our position), 
but our thoughts and emotions 
define where we want to go 
(our momentum). Like being 
on an airplane, as long as we 
know the destination, our 
exact position in any given 
time throughout the journey 
is not important. 

If we focus our thoughts and 
emotions on the goal, it will 
come in time because our 
life must transform into what 
we focus on. The specific 
surprises, changes, and new 
directions to get us there 
are less important, and are 
naturally out of our control. 
Our job is to focus on what we 
want from life, and to allow 
the changes to happen. Know 
that every change brings you 
closer to your goal, whether 
it seems like it at the time or 


not. When your life redirects 
in unforeseen ways, Focus on 
the big-picture Goal. 

So many times, we ask for 
change, then resist it when 
it comes. When we ask 
for change, we must know 
that our desire causes the 
Universe to rearrange itself 
to accommodate our desires. 
The more you focus your 
thoughts, feelings and actions 
on attaining your goal, the 
more directly you will get 
there. The more you let go 
and allow change, the more 
effortless the journey will be.

Xavier: Bad governance to ignore new tasks in budget 


PHILIPSBURG—It would 
be “bad governance and 
irresponsible” for the 
2010 budget to completely 
ignore the acquisition of 
Central Government tasks 
and funds by St. Maarten 
as has been advised by the 
Committee for Financial 
Supervision CFT, Finance 
Commissioner Xavier 
Blackman said Thursday. 

“It is unrealistic to present 
a budget without the 
expected changes that will 
come with the passing on of 
tasks, etc. [from the Central 
Government].... It would be 
irresponsible and strange to 
do as if nothing is happening 
in light of the speed of the 
developments [dismantling 
and ongoing new Central 
Govern m ent formation 
talks],” the co mm issioner 
told the press. 

His comments come after 
Democratic Party (DP) 
Island Councilman Roy 
Marlin urged the National 
Alliance (NA)/Heyliger 
coalition Tuesday to 
withdraw the draft budget 
that is yet to be approved by 
CFT and to file a new one 
by May 1. 

CFT has submitted an 
advice to government of 
things it would like to see 
added, adjusted or removed 
from the draft budget. 
Among these is the removal 
of projections for tasks and 
funds the island will receive 
with the dismantling of the 
Netherlands Antilles and 
the building-up of country 
St. Maarten. 

If the agreements in place are 
not firm, the co mm issioner 
said, then chapter four 
of the Kingdom Budget, 


which outlines the tasks 
the Dutch Government will 
assume for the BES islands 
Bonaire, St. Eustatius and 
Saba when they become 
Dutch public entities on 10- 
10-10 is all off keel. 

A budget is not static and 
can be amended or adjusted 
as circumstances change, 
he noted, adding that the 
idea of pulling back the 
draft budget and presenting 
a new one makes no 
sense. He also said he had 
never come across such a 
situation in the financial 
world. Blackman said 
the CFT’s stance that the 
agreements on the transfers 
and other matters were not 
firm enough to be taken up 
and reflected in the budget 
made no sense, because the 
dismantling could not be 
ignored. 

The DP has also been 
critical about government 
not complying with the 
CFT’s advice and had 
warned that this could 
jeopardise the constitutional 
change process and lead to 
the Kingdom Government 
instructing the island to 
follow the advice as is. 

CFT has an advisory 
capacity in the budgetary 
process, which simply 
means it gives its opinion and 
suggestions to government 
for consideration, but if 
government decides or sees 
a matter differently it is not 
bound by the CFT’s advice, 
the commissioner said. 

As for putting the process 
in jeopardy, Blackman said 
the Central Government had 
not followed all the advice 
of CFT and this had not 
triggered a negative advice 


or report to the Kingdom 
Council of Ministers. 

CFT had given government 
until Wednesday to respond 
as to how it will follow its 
advice on the draft budget 
that will soon be tabled in the 
IslandCouncil. Government 
sent its response Thursday 
acknowledging its receipt 
of the CFT correspondence 
and outlining some of 
its “preliminary” steps. 
Blackman declined to go 
further into the contents of 
the letter. 

Blackman also blamed 
the former Democratic 


Party (DP) government for 
not having the foresight 
to negotiate a transition 
period for the application of 
the temporary measures on 
financial supervision that 
were agreed to in 2006. 
Without a transition period 
like that afforded to the BES 
islands, St. Maarten has 
had to move from balanced 
budgets on paper that in 
reality had considerable 
deficits to a truly balanced 
one that stands up to the 
scrutiny of CFT. 

No transition period also 
meant that St. Maarten has 


had no time to deal with 
its financial backlog and 
has had to face the pinch of 
the global financial crisis, 
all while preparing for the 
status of country within the 
kingdom, Blackman said 
in a press conference in 
the Parliament Building on 
Thursday. 

The press conference 
was held at this location 
because the Government 
Administration Building 
was the base for the 
formation talks for the new 
Central Government of the 
Netherlands Antilles. □

SANTIAGO (Reuters) - El 
presidente electo de Chile,

Durante la designation de los 
futuros subsecretarios de su 
gabinete, Pinera dijo que en

Producto Intemo Bruto (PIB) 
o unos 7.200 millones de 
dolares, que aseguro es uno 
de los mas altos de la historia 
del pais y “no repetible”. 


“Quiero reiterar hoy dia 
nuestro compromiso con 
una politica publica y fiscal 
sana, responsable, seria y 
sustentable, lo que significara 


un marco presupuestario 
austero para el ano 2010”, dijo 
Pinera durante la ceremonia. 
Lo anterior, “nos obligara 
a priorizar las necesidades

Brasil: 

Se hunde barco canadiense; todos a salvo 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - Un barco canadiense 
con estudiantes de secundaria y de universidad 
se hundio frente a la costa de Brasil, pero sus 
64 pasajeros fueron rescatados el viernes 
despues de 16 horas en balsas encontradas en 
mares encrespados. 

La armada brasilena dijo a traves de un 
comunicado que respondio a una senal de 
socorro procedente del SV Concordia, un 
velero de tres mastiles, a las 17 horas (1900 
GMT) del jueves. Tres horas despues, un 
avion de la Fuerza Aerea localizo las balsas 
flotando en el oceano a unos 500 kilometros 
(300 millas nauticas) de la costa de Rio de 
Janeiro. La armada ya habia informado a 
los barcos que navegaban por la zona que 
estuvieran atentos ante la posibilidad de que 
detectaran naufragos entre el oleaje. 

“Todos los ocupantes del barco han sido 
rescatados, todos han sido contabilizados”, 
dijo una vocera de la marina bajo la condicion 
de anonimato por no estar autorizada a hablar 
del incidente. 

Un total de 48 estudiantes de los dos ultimos 
anos de secundaria asi como universitarios de 
primer ano_ estaban a bordo de la embarcacion, 


dijo Kate Knight, directora del Colegio West 
Island International de Lunenburg, Nueva 
Escocia, el cual opera el programa de Clase 
A Flote. 

Edgardo Ybranez, capitan del barco carguero 
Hokuetsu Delight con bandera filipina, dijo a 
The Associated Press por telefono via satelite 
que su barco rescato a 44 de las victimas en 
aguas muy agitadas y peligrosas. Las personas 
restantes fueron salvadas por otro barco. 
Ybranez dijo que el medico del Concordia 
habia sufrido una lesion antes del rescate, 
pero que se encontraba bien. No ofrecio mas 
detalles. 

Los demas resultaron ilesos, dijo Ybranez: 
“Pueden decirle a sus padres que todo esta 
bien; toda persona a bordo de mi barco esta 
bien”. El capitan se nego a poner en el telefono 
a alguno de los sobrevivientes. “Todos estan 
abajo en las escaleras durmiendo porque 
estan exhaustos, asi que no voy a despertar 
a ninguno de ellos”, dijo el capitan antes 
de cortar la llamada para comunicarse con 
sus empleadores. Autoridades de la escuela 
dijeron que 42 de los estudiantes a bordo eran 
de Canada. □

El ministro Luis Bareiro dijo el viernes en un comunicado que la 
cartera a su cargo por “pleno ejercicio de respeto y acatamiento a 
los innegables principios de soberania nacional, no ha tenido, no 
tiene, ni tendra cualquiera fuese la denominacion y calificacion, 
asesores ni expertos extranjeros que pretendan dictar las normas 
a seguir en circunstancias especiales”. 

Las versiones sobre la presunta asesoria colombiana fueron 
difundidas por medios locales. “Es inexacta la informacion que 
Colombia cooperara con Paraguay para realizar incursiones en 
terreno dominado por la organizacion terrorista denominada 
Ejercito del Pueblo Paraguayo (EPP)”, agrego el militar.

Interior, Rafael Filizzola, quien tres semanas atras agradecio 
al grupo de 8 agentes antisecuestros de la fiscalia colombiana 
por haber cooperado en la busqueda del productor rural Fidel 
Zavala, liberado por el EPP tras 94 dias de cautiverio en el

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Cuba y Elllll comieman conuersaciones migratorias 


LA HABANA (Reuters) 
- Funcionarios de Cuba y 
Estados Unidos iniciaron el 
viemes una nueva ronda de 
conversaciones migratorias, 
buscando mantener abierto 
un canal de comunicacion 
tras recientes tropiezos 
diplomatics que han 
afectado intentos de ambos 
enemigos por mejorar sus 
lazos.
